Finney’ s Rules for

call, to undertake the preaching of the gospel. By this I 
mean, be heartily and most intensely inclined to seek the 
salvation of souls as the great work of life, and do not 
undertake what you have no heart to do. 

“Being called of God to the work, make your calling 
your constant argument with God for all that 
you need for the accomplishment of the work. 

“Believe the assertion of Christ that He is with you 
and this work, always and everywhere, to give you all the 
help you need. 

“Make the Bible your Book of books. 
upon your knees, waiting for divine light. 

“Beware of leaning on commentaries. Consult them 
when convenient, but judge for yourself in the light of 
the Holy Ghost. 

“Give your most intense thought to the study of ways 
and means by which you may serve men. Make this the 
great and intense study of your life. 

“See that you have the special enduement of power 
from. on high, by the baptism with the Holy Ghost. 

“See that you personally know and daily lean upon 
Jesus Christ. 

“Spend much time every day and night in prayer and 
direct communion with God. This will make you a power 
for salvation. No amount of learning and study can com- 
pensate for the loss of the communion. If you fail to 
maintain communion with God, you are ‘weak as other 
men.’”—The Wesleyan Methodist. 


Study it much

S THE THIRD MARK of a living church, I have 

Ap ianea the increasingly evident mental probings 
of our people and their capacity for independent 
thought. The conspicuous desire of a people to learn is a 
sure sign of mental vigor and health. This, plus a cor- 
responding spiritual desire for deeper consecration, is an 
undeniable proof of the inward soundness of any church. 
To know is always better than to imagine. To demand 
evidence is always better than to accept hearsay. To be 
certain is always better than to suppose. To contend for 
knowledge is always better than to be content with rumor. 
To insist on that which is exact is better than to accept 
that which is probable. To learn for oneself is far better 
than merely to believe everything one hears. It was Jesus 
Himself who said, “Take my yoke upon you and learn 
. .’ (Matthew 11:29). Naturally, Jesus did not want His 
people simply to learn unimportant and trivial matters, 
but to learn of Him. That should be the crux of all our 
learning. It must be of Him. All that we learn of the 
truth is learning of Him, for He is the Truth (John 14:6). 


Where there is no desire to learn and no curiosity to 
know, there is no chance for development and expansion. 
Where there are no mental probings and intellectual 
yearnings, there is only staleness and limitation. One’s 
insistence to think clearly and know the truth is always 
a clear mark of soundness. There may be enthusiasm and 
ardor without wisdom and knowledge, but there is seldom 
stability and equilibrium. A growing church needs both 
enthusiasm and scholarship. These two go together, and 
without the other, either is incomplete. Scholarship with- 
out enthusiasm will lead to secularism, and enthusiasm 
without learning will lead to fanaticism. 

As unpleasant as it is, we must admit that in times 
past it was a characteristic of holiness movements to dis- 
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dain higher education and intellectual strivings. There 
was a time when such remarks as “the more education 
a man receives, the less he loves God” were often heard. 
Two young men received the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
near the same time. One suggested to the other, “Let us 
continue our schooling so we can be more effective workers 
for God.” The other replied that since he was a Christian 
he intended to quit school, because the Lord would re- 
turn before long and it was useless for him to continue. 
Such pathetic instances were numerous, but such is not 
the case today. Occasionally, someone is met who still 
contends that education and spirituality are incompati- 
ble. But that thousands of our people are receiving their 
degrees from college and keeping spiritual victory as they 
do so, disproves this completely. Spirituality and scholar- 
ship are not only compatible, but one is the necessary 
complement to the other. 


Dr. ANDREW W. Blackwood says in Preach- 
ing from the Bible, “The minister’s library is an index 
of his scholarship or lack of it. According to the clergy- 
men who visited us from Great Britain and the Conti- 
nent before the Second World War, the average pastor 
in the United States has a good automobile and a meager 
library. Even if he has paid the last installment on his 
car, he may confine his purchases of books largely to 
homiletical commentaries, volumes of sermons in skeleton 
form, and various sorts of inspirational froth.” We can 
agree wholeheartedly that the type of reading people do 
is an accurate gauge of their mental activity. However, 
there is a heartening trend among our people to swing 
from light, frothy epigrammatic reading to that which is 
deep and sound and lasting. 

In another of his books, The Fine Arts of Preaching, Dr. 
Blackwood has mentioned the chaffy reading fare of 
some preachers as Ready-Made Biblical Mush and 
Canned Anecdotes for the Canny Young Preacher. Nat- 
urally, he uses these titles in humor, but the sad truth 
is that many ministers do use such ridiculously . light 
pulpit helps as these. While such insipid reading as this 
was Once in unbelievably great demand, it is heartening 
to note that our people today are demanding meatier 
fare. It is not sufficient hurriedly to read a sermon some 
other man has preached, and then parrot it from the pul- 
pit on Sunday. It is fortunate that the day has come 
when our lay people are reading extensively enough that 
they are soon aware of this when it happens. For a church 
to grow, there must be positive mental and spiritual 
growth in the pulpit. 

Dr. Ralph Sockman has pointed out that the larger the 
island of knowledge, the longer will be the shoreline of 
curiosity. In other words, the more a man knows, the more 
he desires to know; for he knows more things about 
which he desires greater understanding. Simply knowing, 
however, is not an education. A man must learn how to 
think clearly and how to act decisively. He must know 
how to convey his thoughts to others. He must know how 
to shred truth from error. He must rid himself of the 
adolescent idea that a thing is true simply because he 
read it or heard it on the radio. He must probe and in- 
vestigate and then use that which has been learned. That 
is why Francis Bacon said, “Reading maketh a full man; 
conference a ready man; writing an exact man.” The need 
of any church group is men who think independently 
and clearly; men who do not possess stereotyped minds; 
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men who are not deceived by a frothy semblance to knowl- 
edge; men who want to know why and how as well as 
where and when and what; men whose minds are as 
logical as their emotions are ardent. 


KNnowLEDGE ITSELF can becodme a danger- 
ous thing if we come to love what we know about Him 
more than we love Him whom we know. In his brilliant 
book The Weight of Giory Dr. Clive S. Lewis, says, “‘As 
the author of Theologia Germanica says, we may come 
to love knowledge, our knowing more than the thing 
known: to delight not in the exercise of our talents but 
in the fact that they are ours, or even in the reputation 
they bring us. Every success in the scholar’s life increases 
this danger. If it becomes irresistible, he must give up his 
scholarly work. The time for plucking the right eye has 
arrived. 

“That is the essential nature of the learned life as I 
see it, but it has indirect values which are especially im- 
portant today. If all the world were Christian, it might 
not matter if all the world were uneducated, but, as it is, 
a cultural life will exist outside the church whether it 
exists inside or not. To be ignorant and simple now—not 
to be able to meet the enemies on their own ground— 
would be to throw down our weapons and to betray our 
uneducated brethren who have, under God, no defense 
but us against the intellectual attacks of the heathen. 
Gocd philosophy must exist, if for no other reason, be- 
cause bad philosophy needs to be answered. The true in- 
tellect must work not only against true intellect on the 
other side, but against the muddy, heathen mysticisms 
which deny intellect altogether.” Dr. Lewis is careful to 
point out that there is no independent virtue in education 
and knowledge. What we know must glorify Christ. He 
says, “I reject at once an idea which lingers in the mind 
of some modern people that cultural activities are in 
their own right, spiritual and meritorious—as though 
scholars and poets were intrinsically more pleasing to God 
than scavengers and bootblacks . . . The work of a Beet- 
hoven, and the work of a charwoman, become spiritual 
on precisely the same condition, that of being offered to 
God, of being done humbly ‘as to the Lord.’” I think it is 
clear to all that there are two extreme camps, both of 
which must be unbendingly evaded—a haughty scholastic- 
ism and a bustling ignorance. A living church is one which 
will be safely between the two—it will be spiritually in- 
tellectual and intellectually spiritual. 


THERE ARE MANY sincere Christians who 
honestly believe higher education is an opiate that makes 
men insensitive to the Spirit of God, and, therefore, less 
consecrated as Christians than their little-educated breth- 
ren. They draw a hard and fast line between spirituality 
and education. This unfortunate attitude has been 
brought about by many people who have possessed great 
knowledge but have lacked the essential faculty of wisdom. 
Christian history bears ample testimony that education 
by no means dampens religious ardor. For example, the 
men who were in the vanguard of the Protestant Ref- 
ormation were, almost without exception, university men. 
The three who are widely recognized as the triumvirate 
of the Reformation are Martin Luther in Germany, John 
Calvin in France. and Swzerland, and John Wesley in 
England. Each of these three was a profound scholar, 
and professor or fellow of some outstanding university. 
A fourth reformer of great renown was John Knox, in 
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Scotland, who was also a scholarly, university man. In- 
stead of hindering them, or dampening their ardor, a 
university education rather tended to enhance the gif 
and spiritual calibre of these men. It made them mor 
capable for the work that was to be done. Great revival- 
ists, such as Charles G. Finney and Jonathan Edwards, 
have been intellectual giants. Without exception, these 
men made education their servant instead of permitting 
themselves to become slaves to education. Dr. Blackwood 
has further said, “Even if one is educated, it is difficult 
to remain so. Unless one is wise, the more one reads, the 
less one knows; the more confers, the less one thinks; 
the more one writes, the worse one speaks. This is how 
Bacon wrote: ‘Studies serve for a delight, for ornament, 
and for ability . . . Crafty men condemn studies; simple 
men admire them; and wise men use them, for they 
teach not their own use.’” 

There are three elements that we might call the vitals 
of any church organization: the fervor of its ministry, 
the scriptural logic of its doctrine, and the quality of its 
music. Every Christian group then should contend for 
evangelistic fervor, doctrinal sense, and stately, spiritual 
melody. I am greatly encouraged because of the trends I 
see among our people in these three fields. They are no 
longer content to know what they believe, but insist that 
they know why they believe it. Blind acceptance of a be- 
lief may suffice until a test of that belief comes, and 
then one must know what is the basis of its being. Mental 
reachings are always a sign of good health. 

Recently a publisher friend of mine (head of possibly 
the world’s largest Christian publishing company) re- 
marked that in time past his company had done a tre- 
mendous business among our ministers in books of light, 
outline, and anecdotal nature, whereas today the sale 
of such books to our ministers is definitely declining, and 
the sale of books of heavier and more profound nature 
is increasing. This was a tribute to the Church, for it 
indicates an increase of capacity for profound and ab- 
stract thought. Where there is godliness and spirituality, 
there cannot be too much education. No one at any time 
should ever allow scholarship to supplant spirituality. The 
two are compatible; they go together and should each 
enhance the other. The fact that our people are studying 
more, reading more, thinking more, without lessening 
their spirituality, is definitely evidence that we are a living 
and growing church. As the intellectual increases, the 
spiritual must not decrease, for then the very purpose of 
the scholarship would be defeated.

HELL A 


REALITY

everyone, for no one would want to go there if 

he knew the suffering and torture that follows a 
lost soul. Hell is a place, a reality, and should not be con- 
cealed from people until they get there. 

It is strange, indeed, that many, even professors of re- 
ligion, try to blindfold themselves and act as if they do 
not believe in such a place, or even life after death. Some 
ministers shun the subject and spend treasures in money 
and much precious time trying to prove “there is no hell.” 
A very ridiculous idea, indeed, to go to so much trouble 
and expense to try to prove something they say does not 
exist. 

The word sheol is the Hebrew word most commonly 
used for hell, signifying the grave, or state, or place of 
the dead, which only indicates that the wicked have a 
stopover on their way to everlasting despair. There is no 
return possible for anyone making hell his stopover. This 
is not the final place of punishment, or the eternal sep- 
aration from God, heaven, and all good and loved ones. 
It is of short duration compared to their eternal abode. 

Some want to accuse Christ of using figures of speech 
to exaggerate the facts concerning the rich man and Laz- 
arus in Luke 16:23, 24, but they do not mention what 
others have said in terms closely aligned to the subject, 
like John in Revelation 20:13. Other scriptures will be 
furnished later as we continue with the thought of hell 
and what it is like, what it will be void of, and some of 
what it contains, to represent, or give a foretaste of what 
is to come. 

There is no mention in the Bible, or anything to in- 
dicate that there will be any joy or pleasure or good or 
happiness to follow a lost soul there. There will be no 
one to visit, to cheer your long weary hours. Neither 
mother, wife, father, husband, children, good folk, nor 
kin who follow you to the grave can go any farther. You 
will be separated eternally from all that is pure and good. 
There will be no more inspiring songs, prayer meetings, 
revivals. Your chances of salvation and heaven will be 
gone forever beside the dismal, dark place where grief 
and sadness is bound to reign eternal, coupled with vexa- 
tion, rage, and despair. There will be no love light to 
shine. The scriptures so instruct that it seems the very 
thought of hell would terrify even the most carnal and 
cause them to prepare for heaven. When one passes the 
last milepost, crosses the river of death, one may be 
aroused to despair, but all too late. The die is cast; the 
fate is sealed. 

The glories of heaven and the joy and happiness await- 
ing there are described, or expressed, as belonging to a 
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place of peace and love abounding. The sun of life will 
never more go down—for heaven is a place of unmeas- 
urable happiness and pleasure that cannot be described, 
where God and Christ will reign supreme and the Holy 
Ghost will abundantly fill the realm to banish every ill 
and care. All good mothers, fathers, husbands, wives, 
children, friends, and kin will forever be basking in the 
great light of the eternal city; New Jerusalem, which light 
never dims or allows darkness to enter; where all is ever 
new and we never grow old. All this is contrast to what 
the eternal abode of the unsaved will be. The law of 
contrast is very fitting here concerning God’s plan of sep- 
aration: the good and the bad, saved and the unsaved, 
the sheep and goats. 


HELL, AS A PLACE, serves a special purpose. 
As a place, God has prepared it for the undesirable until 
the judgment day. Nothing could be more painful than 
the violence of eternal fire, referred to in Revelation 19:20;

Cities have 
homes and institutions for the undesirables. The penal 
institutions are prepared for those who merit punishment 
and sorrow, a place of remorse and shame. It is not con- 
sidered an injustice for our cities and states to have such 
places so as to be able to shield and protect its good citi- 
zens from the invasions of the evil. The lawless who are 
compelled to these places go as intruders. If you do right 
you do not have to go to jail. However, you forfeit your 
right to be a free, law-abiding citizen when you trans- 
gress our civil laws. God intended a better place for you 
and provided the means necessary by which it can be 
obtained. While you live you have a chance to make your 
choice of heaven or hell, and it is of greatest pleasure 
that we offer aid and advice to help you reach the place 
of safety. 


Your MEMORY will go with you and you 
will remember things that will haunt you. Perhaps moth- 
er, father, wife, or husband, or some loved one will not 
meet you there. Should there be anyone to follow, and 
many are bound to be there, he would not prove to be of 
any special pleasure to you as company. Abraham said, 
“Son, remember,” Luke 16:25. This man possibly was 
above the average, an honorable man in his community, 
respected, trusted, and loved. You will note that when he 
crossed the river, he knew at once where he had landed. 
He sent up an awful cry; he wept bitterly. As he wept

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NARCOTIC 


The devilish evil that has become the symptom 
and abettor of Juvenile Delinquency 


of narcotic addiction of youth occupying the first 

place in the newspapers of New York, the nation’s 
largest city. A state investigation was publicizing the 
shocking facts. Exposed was widespread dope traffic; one 
could get the stuff anywhere from Coney Island to the 
Bronx. Places were named, drug and candy stores, rest- 
aurants and dance halls, in the very heart of the city, 
where dope was being peddled. In the investigation, letters 
were read, tapes were played containing confessions by 
youths as to how they became addicts, how addiction 
made them thieves, forgers, and prostitutes. One school- 
boy, a peddler of dope, known as a “pusher,” was doing a 
$300 to $400 business, daily selling the stuff to his school- 
mates; he was losing his money to the school gambler, 
a “bookie,” who himself got snared by dope addiction. 


According to H. J. Anslinger, head of the Federal Nar- 
coties Commission, the dope situation is gravest in New 
York City, is at epidemic level in nine large U. S. cities, 
and in the nation some 100,000,000 worth is sold on the 
streets annually. 

Narcotic addiction begets not only crime, but also ex- 
treme violence, old men and women being unmercifully 
clubbed because of resisting the attempts of addicts to 
rob them: Dope addicts stop at nothing: they attack and 
rob doctors, burglarize pharmacies and hospitals, and 
boast that they would even kill their own mother if she 
stood in the way cf their getting dope when they needed 
it. One dope fiend criminally attacked his own sister after 
stupefying her with dope. Police, court and school officials 
all tell the same story: dope addiction and dope-inspired 
crime among youth are increasing at an alarming rate. 

In two weeks the New York City police arrested 250 dope 
peddlers; some 5,000 New York high-school students, it is 
estimated, are addicts. Chicago, Illinois, reports that the 
dope situation has gone “completely out of control”; four 
out of five seeking cure for addiction are minors; the 
court especially set up to handle narcotics cases is jam- 
ming the jails, and the latest estimates place 25,000 the 
number of youthful addicts. Incidentally, if the narcotic 
menace is worst in New York City, and Chicago with one- 
third the population has some 25,000 youthful addicts, 
can we be so sure that the 5,000 estimate of youthful ad- 
dicts in New York City is correct? 

Other cities, such as Detroit, Michigan, and St. Louis, 
Missouri, tell the same sordid story of an alarming in- 
crease in dope addiction among youths and of an aroused 
citizenry trying to combat the evil. One California official 
estimated that fifteen per cent of the teen-agers in his 
state are dope addicts. In just a few years the number of 
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teen-agers admitted to the Government hospital at Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, for curing narcotic addiction, increased 
seventeenfold. 

How They Got That Way 

While some teen-agers doubtlessly acquire the habit 
through no fault of their own, drug addiction is the logical 
result of a philosophy which puts pleasure first. Youths 
who indulge in liquor find the step to drug addiction a 
short one. Usually, this begins with the smoking of mari- 
juana cigarettes, known as “reefers.” 

Marijuana addiction is bad, but it does not stop there. 
Youth is enticed to try sniffing a white powder, heroin, 
known as “horse,” an opium derivative, for a greater 
thrill, “bang” or “kick.” Heroin has been described as 
“the most baneful, the strongest and most habit-forming 
drug, the most determined in its effect.” Heroin inflates 
personality, benumbs ordinary impulses of human judg- 
ment, gives one a sense of intense egoism or self-impor- 
tance, lasting for several hours. 

Soon the pleasure-seeking, impatient teen-ager, the 
quicker to realize the effects of the dope, to “get high,” 
as it is called, learns to dissolve the powder by use of a 
spoon and a match, and to jab it into his arm with a 
hypodermic needle. Then he graduates to “main lining,” 
learns to fasten a band around his arm to raise the large 
vein in his forearm and to jab the stuff directly into it. 
Two or three weeks of this and the teen-ager is fully ad- 
dicted. 

Now the pay-cff. He finds that his system is inured to 
the stuff so that he no longer feels “high” when he takes 
it. Instead it puts him into a lethargic or comatose state. 
So why does he not break off? Because he cannot. Every 
fiber of his body cries for the stuff and he has to have 
it or suffer the unspeakable agony, so it seems to him, 
of the wearing-off process. If he fails to get it, he sweats, 
vomits, has stomach cramps, diarrhea, running of the 
nose, etc. Morbid fears beset his mind, he is going mad! 
He learns why this addiction has been called “the white 
death.” 

The youthful victim now loses interest in sports, his 
family and in school. Only one thing matters: he must 
have his dope. He uses all his spending money, takes odd 
jobs to get more, borrows, but still it is not enough to 
supply the ever-increasing need for this “happy dust,” 
as it is also known. He begins stealing from his own 
family, from neighbors, and if the addict is a girl, pros- 
titution is found to be a quick and easy way to get the 
money for dope. Addicts spend from $4 to $40 a day for 
the stuff, at the rate of one or two dollars a capsule. No 
wonder dope addiction has been termed the “most danger- 
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ous form of juvenile delinquency.” 

And here is where a vicious cycle sets in. To get money 
for his own dope need, the addict will deliberately en- 
snare others so as to profit from supplying their need. 
Thus the spiral of addiction widens, and that by youth 
itself. One girl of seventeen told of making a profit of 
$1,000 a week from peddling dope; a young woman of 
twenty-one, who had the reputation of being one of the 
“most vicious” dope peddlers in Newark, New Jersey, had 
among her customers a twelve-year-old child whom she 
had taught to sniff heroin. 

Who Is to Blame? 


According to one press report, “derelict” parents are 
driving children to use dope. Without a doubt, parents 
do come in for the chief blame in this matter of juvenile 
narcotic addiction. When parents show love of pleasure 
more than love of God and the principles of righteous- 
ness, and neglect their children, what can they expect 
but that their children will also put pleasure first? Parents 
lead a double life, become strangers to their children and 
then profess to be shocked when they hear of the dope 
addiction of their offspring. 

Educators are also to blame. They have failed to proper- 
ly instruct children on the dangers of drug addiction. In 


‘ some cities the law provided for this to be done, but the 


school authorities neglected to obey this law, some even 
offering the lame excuse that to instruct youths regard- 
ing the harm resulting from dope addiction would arouse 
a desire to indulge. Federal Narcotics Commissioner Harry 
J. Anslinger stated that part of the blame could be placed 
on the psychiatrists who wrote a book on Marijuana 
Problems, in which. they minimized the harm of mari- 
juana addiction, and which book is in practically every 
library in the country. “Totally inaccurate,” was his des- 
cription of it. Hollywood producers also are blameworthy, 
in that they made heroes out of their stars who were 
convicted of being dope addicts. 

The Government also has to share the blame. Narcotics 
squads are pitifully undermanned. The entire U. S. force 
could keep busy in New York City alone. And politicians, 
as the recent Kefauver investigation showed, are ever ready 
to connive with the worst elements of society, breaking 
the law for the sake of filthy lucre. The New York nar- 
cotics investigation brought to light police laxity and cor- 
ruption in the matter of narcotic control. The dope traffic 
is the underworld’s most vicious racket, even as gambling 
is its most widespread. 

And the teen-agers themselves are also blameworthy. 
Dope addiction among them has been described “as a 
symptomatic response to the general world tensions under 
which the teen-ager is living.” In other words, it is a re- 
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fusal on their part to face the facts, and in this they 
cannot shift all the responsibility on their parents, on the 
school authorities, on the police and politicians, and on the 
ruthless dope traffickers. They know certain things are 
right, certain things are wrong, and that when they go 
in for dope they are yielding to selfish impulses. The in- 
stinct of self-preservation alone should teach them to be 
on guard. “Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap,” Galatians 6:7. 
What Can Be Done About It? 

Public-spirited citizens, civic groups, school authorities, 
politicians and judges are advocating campaigns of edu- 
cation of both parents and children. Stricter laws are 
being urged, such as making the selling of dope to chil- 
dren a separate crime and tripling the penalties now in 
force. The death sentence for the hardened “repeaters” 
and those who sell to minors has been urged by a Senator, 
a labor convention, and by a woman’s club. Late in June, 
1951, one veteran dope peddler was given fifteen years, the 
highest penalty yet inflicted. 

According to narcotics officers, the medical fraternity 
comes in for considerable blame. Their carelessness in 
prescribing drugs, unwittingly makes some addicts; they 
are far too generous in the amounts they prescribe; some 
willingly traffic in dope for the profit obtained, and a 
considerable number of doctors and nurses are addicts 
themselves. 

Keeping dope off the market would solve the problem, 
but that poses a Herculean task. According to Drew Pear- 
son, a foremost U. S. columnist, the dope traffic is run by 
the underworld organization, the Mafia composed of 50 
men, whose United States head is Frank Costello and 
whose international head is Lucky Luciano; who, for some 
mysterious reason, was released from Sing Sing and sent 
back to Italy. Criticized was the State Department for 
issuing passports to well-known racketeers over the ob- 
jections of the Narcotics Bureau. 

Why these underworld characters are so interested in 
the dope traffic becomes apparent when one considers 
the profits involved. Life magazine of June 11, 1951, tells 
that a kilo (2.2 pounds) of heroin, selling for $1,000 in 
Italy, brings in a total of $200,000 by the time it has been 
brought to the United States, “cut” to an eight to ten 
per cent mixture, and retailed. The traffic has its inter- 
national agents, its importers, wholesalers, middlemen, 
“cutters” and petty retailers, which latter are the ones 
who usually get arrested. Even among these, however, the 
profit is enormous, at times as high as 1,100 per cent. 


The United Nations has a commission dealing with the

that the church as outlined by the Scriptures is the 

bride, the Lamb’s wife. To my mind, when the angel 
purposed to show John the bride of Christ, he was not 
just to see a lady of wedlock, but perhaps features of her 
life from childhood. Most of us, when thinking of or study- 
ing the life of a person, usually look into his background 
to see where and how he came up, and, generally, if the 
background is good, future hopes are always brighter. 

Then let us consider her background. What we mean 
by background is the earlier conditions and events that 
help to explain later circumstances. We notice what Jesus 
had to say in Matthew 16:18, at the time of Peter’s God- 
revealed confession, “And I say unto thee, That thou art 
Peter, and upon this rock I will build my church; and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” This was 
a great promise, the building of the church as a reward 
for the faith the apostles had in the Christ of God. This 
was God’s idea for men, but produced only by faith, which 
we see in the background. 

Now let us look again into the background of the bride 
and see what was the PURCHASE PRICE. The church is 
no cheap affair, as some would have you think. According 
to the way some deal with her, she could have been pur- 
chased from the bargain counter or the racket store. 

Listen to the apostle Paul, Acts 20:28, “Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath PURCHASED WITH HIS 
OWN BLOOD.” Does this sound cheap? My friend, way 
in the background of the Church of God we see the blood 
of a crucified Christ. When we look upon this great move- 
ment today and see her beauty and splendor, her strength 
and power as she gracefully moves over the land with such 
sweet and wholesome influence, gathering in her jewels 
here and there, then we can understand her magnitude 
only by a look into her background. The reason so many 
people pass up the church lightly and trample her teach- 
ings under their feet is because they see only from the 
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surface. Look into her background; there you will see that 
unshakeable, unmovable, ever-believing faith those God- 
fearing, God-loving men had in the promise I WILL BUILD 
MY CHURCH. There, too, you will see the blood. Oh, this 
is what beautifies the church today, the saving, cleansing, 
healing blood of Jesus Christ. Had it not been that Jesus 
shed His blood two thousand years ago, the church would 
be helpless today. 


THE BACKGROUND of the bride is of vital 
importance, but now let us look at her in HER INFANCY. 
She was wonderful in her infancy, and, according to 
Solomon, in his version of the church, she was the sole 
heir and child. Yes, there is none like her, never has been, 
and never will be. She was a worker and a believer from 
the cradle. She was bcrn in a cyclone, cradled in a whirl- 
wind, and will some day go up in a blaze of glory. Acts 
2:42 says that in the youth of the church all who believed 
were together—not some in one. place and some in an- 
other; they were all together in the same place. Where 
are you on Sunday morning? 

Well, when the church was young, her members were 
all together, and not scattered here and there. They were 
steadfast in the doctrines of the apostles. They didn’t run 
after every trumpet sound, nor were they changed with 
every wind. They were fixed, satisfied, and ready to go. 
Yes, they were fixed in fellowship and in prayer; they 
were praying people and had agreement with one an- 
other. They were all of one accord; all preached, prayed, 
sang, and lived in the same key; therefore, there was 
no occasion for discord. They praised God; they had favor 
with God and with all the pecple. When you have favor 
with God, you can do things for God, and the people 
will love you and appreciate you. When you don’t have 
favor with God, you can’t do anything for God. 


Let us LOOK at the church now and SEE 
HER AT WORK. The church is not just a place for dress 
parade, and if you think you are just marching to parade 
your fine clothes, or beautiful features, then you are with 
the wrong group. The bride is not just marching, but 
WORKING. Let us take the church at Antioch, for ex-

ample. (Acts 13.) As they ministered unto the Lord, or 
served the people—and that is what it means—and fasted, 
the Holy Ghost said, “Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have called them.” Here is the 
church at work, the Holy Ghost speaking through men 
who had been on their knees praying and fasting. The 
bride is not a lady of leisure; she has no time to frolic, 
no time for frivolity. This was a matter of business, and 
God had some men He could use. Can He depend on you? 


THESE MEN took the church into other coun- 
tries, and souls were saved and great good accomplished. 
Well, soul saving is the mission of the church, but it is 
one thing to get people saved and another to keep them 
saved. So, let us take a look at the bride as she works 
TO PRESERVE HER GAIN. Mistakes and failures are com- 
mon in our ranks, and are not to be looked upon as crime, 
for, after all, we are all subject to error. Perhaps that is 
why Paul admonished the Galatians (6:1), “Brethren, if 
a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiritual re- 
store such a one in the spirit of meekness.” Now if the 
directions say send a spiritual member to the erring and 
restore in the spirit of meekness, I am sure a hypocrite 
would be far inadequate for the job. This is one of the 
reasons the bride has no time to frolic; she is working to 
keep all the gains preserved. Of course, Titus 2:3 tells us 
how to control the women, and it does not designate cer- 
tain laws whereby we may control them. It simply says 
the aged women should behave themselves as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers or wine drinkers, but teachers 
of good things; that these aged women should teach the 
younger women to be sober, to love their husbands, to love 
their children, to be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, 
good, obedient to their own husbands. There is a certain 
connection between the aged women and the church that 
many people have never recognized. I believe that when 
these instructions are adhered to we shall be relieved of 
many heartaches and will save many people for the 
church that we have heretofore been losing. I wonder how 
many pastors invite the assistance of the aged women in 
the restoration and preserving of the younger people of the 
church. This is the bride’s concern, and we should take a 
good look at this particular point in her life. 
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THEN WHILE we are looking at the bride, let 
us SEE HER GOVERNMENT. Government is ruling or 
managing authority, and was instituted in the Garden of 
Eden on that day when God told Adam and Eve that they 
should not eat of the fruit of one particular tree. From 
that day we have scriptural reason to believe God ad- 
ministered government to His people. Of course, this was 
done through such leaders as Moses, Joshua, and others. 
Isaiah, looking down through seven hundred and fifty 
years of time, saw Jesus coming and said He had the 
government on His shoulder. I think that if you take a 
good look at the bride, the Lamb’s wife, you will surely 
be able to see the government. Notice the Lord’s instruc- 
tions in Matthew 18:15, if thy brother shall trespass (vio- 
late a law) against thee, go to him alone, or tell him 
this fault between him and you alone. If he will hear 
you and repent, or reform, then do not say any more 
about it; but if he will not hear you, take two or three 
others with you. If he will nct hear the committee, take 
him to the church; if he will not hear the church—in 
plain, simple terms—turn him out of the church. 

Then if you want to know why I think this, read 2 
Thessalonians 3:6, “Now we command you, brethren, in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw 
(remove) yourselves from every brother (not sinner) that 
walketh disorderly, and not according to the tradition 
which ye received of us.” It is wonderful to know that 
while God was placing other great features in the church 
He didn’t forget government. Of course, according to the 
way some are teaching today, it appears that they are 
trying to remove government from the church. But it is 
there to stay and not to be removed by any man or group 
of men. 

Of course, government is not just designed for argu- 
ment, but to be operated for the benefit and highest good 
of the entire church. But unless there is an operator, this 
government is null and void, for it does not work auto- 
matically. I wonder sometimes if fear does not often hin- 
der the working of this feature of the church. But we are 
not going to be judged according to what we think about 
a thing, but by that we do.

he may well have cried, “Too late, too late. I’ve waited too 
long, too long to prepare.” In bitter regret, in deep de- 
spair, he made only two requests for mercy. These requests 
again prove his former knowledge of the gospel. He had, 
in fact, met the issue face to face, and had become a 
full believer, but all too late, because he realized that 
mercy was passed and that his prayer would not be an- 
swered there. His first request was for one drop of water 
to cool his tongue. Why could he not ask largely, for a 
pool of cool water, a river, a flood, that all others there 
could have a cool bath—enough to put out the flames? 
Simply because he was not looking for an answer, just a 
little mercy. His second request—His missionary zeal had 
become aroused. Send Lazarus—that poor sick boy who 
died at my gate, whom I refused help and food, and al- 
lowed the dogs to lick his sores, whom I despised and 
abused—send him to preach to my five brothers that they 
not come to this place of torment. Perhaps he knew his 
mother and father were ready or had gone on to heaven, 
and that his five brothers were as reckless as he had 
been and were hastily following him. Halt them, please; 
tell them not to come here! This proves again that he 
believed all mercy ended at death. He also knew his doom 
was sealed. He didn’t ask to let him out to go tell his 
brothers. He knew there was no outlet; the gulf could 
not be crossed. There is hope for my five brothers, the 
living, if they will believe, but no hope here. Some wait 
to see to be convinced; they wait too long. Your only 
chance of escape is now before you, through Jesus Christ, 
the door of heaven, birth of the Spirit, and through the 
shed blood of Him who died to redeem us. 

Here are some that you will have to associate with all 
through eternity: All nations that forget God (Psalm 9: 
17); those whose names are not found written in the Book 
of Life (the unsaved) (Revelation 20:15; Luke 10:20); 
those who receive the mark of the beast or number of 
his name (Revelation 14:9, 10; 19:20); those who offend 
(Matthew 13:41, 42); the cursed (Matthew 25:21-46); the 
unbelievers, abominable, murderers, whoremongers, sor- 
cerers, idolaters, and all liars (Revelation 21:8). “The sea 
gave up the dead ... and death and hell were cast into 
the lake of fire,” Revelation 20:13-15.

Now LET’S lock at the bride and see how she 
HAS MADE HERSELF READY. We have considered her 


background, the purchase price, her infancy, and her 
work. Now let us see how she looks in her wedding gar- 
ment, when she has finished her work here on earth. 
Revelation 19:7, “Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
. honor to him; for the marriage of the Lamb is come, and 
his wife hath made herself ready.” All right, come hither 
and I will show thee the bride, the Lamb’s wife. Notice, 
she hath made HERSELF ready. We ourselves must get 
ready, for we cannot depend on others. “And to her was 
granted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean 
and white, for the fine linen is the righteousness of the 
saints.” She was not granted this particular garment be- 
cause she had sung and shouted aloud, but because she 
had done right. Yes, she, no doubt, spent sleepless nights 
and toilsome days, many times suffering with sacrifice,

God has made 
every provision necessary to the salvation of the soul, and 
there is no excuse for neglect or ignorance. Let us be able 
to say with Peter and John, “Look on us,” and then be 
able to supply the need of the hour, whatever it may be.

dope traffic problem, and while some efforts are being 
made to bring it under control, there is still much room 
for improvement, according to H. J. Anslinger, U. S. rep- 
resentative. Italy has a ten-year stockpile on hand, and 
recently Red China offered 500 tons of opium for sale 
on the world market. 

Plans to provide facilities to cure the addicts also fur- 
nish no adequate answer. In the first place, neither hos- 
pitals nor jails have the space or the equipment to take 
care of so.large a number of ycuthful addicts; and, in 
the second place, checkups show that the per cent of 
those who remain cured is pitifully small. To help those 
who really want to be cured, an Addicts Anonymous has 
been formed like the Alcoholics Anonymous. The small 
size of this group and its meager success emphasize the 
seriousness of the problem. 

So what hope is there? The hope of the kingdom of God 
which will wipe out modern Babylon with all its corrup- 
tion at Armageddon and usher in a system of things that 
will tolerate neither the exploitation of one’s fellow man 
nor the debasing cf one’s self; a system of things based 
on-love for Jehovah God and for one’s neighbor. Bible 
prophecy indicates that the time for all this is near at 


hand.—Jeremiah 51:9; 2 Peter 3:13.

A Hawaiian man told how lost he 
was before, in such sin, and through 
our prison services he heard the gos- 
pel and was wonderfully saved and 
has been true to Christ for seven 
years. 

A Portuguese woman, who spent 
lots of money for idols, found no hap- 
piness until she found the Church of 
God people who told her about the 
Lord Jesus. At first she had a great 
fear because the Catholic Church for- 
bade her to go anywhere else, but to- 
day she has done away with all her 
’ statues to which she prayed. 


Sister Hawkins continues to report: 
“Long before the evening service on 
Friday night, people began coming for 
another blessing. The prayer room 
was filled, and many were rejoicing 
and others seeking the Lord. The tele- 
phone kept ringing continuously for 
someone to please help them to get to 
the service; hands were raised all over 
the building for prayer. The service 
began with the Holy Ghost moving in 
a mighty way. There were about two 
songs, and the Honolulu choir sang 
“Built on Jesus.” Every person in the 
building rose to his feet as the power 
of God swept over the entire congre- 
gation. People were seeking the Lord 
from the back of the church to the 
altar. Many were saved and five filled 
with the Holy Ghost. Others were 
healed and called to preach the gos- 
pel. It was a glorious time; the church 
was edified. 


The Youth Had Charge 


On saturday night it was 
an inspiring sight to hear the talented 
music and preaching the young people 
were able to render. We appointed our 
first youth director in Hawaii, Miss 
Fivia Afalava. She is one of the most 
consecrated workers we have. Her life 
has been an outstanding example for 
the past seven years, and I know she 
will encourage the youth to go for- 
ward with the Lord. On Sunday morn- 
ing the young people, with the others, 
gathered at the Oahu Prison where 
the church has its regular church ser- 
vice at 8 a. m. in the chapel inside 
the prison walls. We have an average 
of about sixty to seventy inmates that 
attend our services there. The junior 
choir at the local church rendered 
special singing from the Sunday 
morning service, and we had reports 
of the Sunday School work in the ter- 
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ritory and the money raised and ex- 
pended the past year. 

As the convention closed, everyone 
seemed eager to spread out and trust 
the Lord to supply the needs some- 
how. We do need workers to go into 
these new fields and help to get work 
started. We are happy to say that al- 
ready Brother and Sister Hawkins, 
with some of the singers, have gone 
to another island for a two weeks’ 
revival, and the Lord surely gave them 
a wonderful opportunity for a church 
there. Eleven were saved, one filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and many were 
in the altars seeking the Lord. They 
are hungry for salvation, but have 
never known how to pray. They 
begged us to stay and not to leave 
them. It is useless to go and hold a 
revival if we have no means to keep 
the work going. Please join us in 
prayer that we may get help some- 
how to fill these needy places. 


EX-FACULTY MEMBER OF 
LEE COLLEGE 
WRITES 

Sister Dora P. Myers, who faithfully 
served as a member of the faculty of 
Lee College for a number of years, 
tendered her resignation in order to 
give herself to the call from the Lord’ 
in her heart as missionary to India. 
She has gone through some serious 
trials, but God, thus far, has brought 
her through victoriously. 

In a recent letter Sister Myers 
writes: “My work here is in connec- 
tion with the school, although, as of- 
ten as I can, I go on week ends with 
the Pospisils (the Pospisils are our 
missionaries to India, and he is serv- 
ing as our overseer) to visit churches.

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LEE COLLEGE SCHOLARSHIP 
CONTEST

The Ohio Lee Alumni Chapter is 
happy to offer a first-prize scholar- 
ship of $500 and a second-prize scho- 
larship of $200 in Lee College, Cleve- 
land, Tennessee, to any member of 
the Church of God in Ohio who com- 
plies with the rules and regulations 
herein set forth: 

1. The contestant must be a mem- 
ber of the Church of God in Ohio, in 
good standing. 

2. The contestant must be at least 
of high-school age. 

3. Credit will be given for each new 
pupil brought to Sunday School and 
attending for at least four consecu- 
tive Sundays. Records of same must 
be kept by local Sunday School secre- 
taries. (Ten points will be awarded 
for each pupil, providing the number 
of pupils obtained amounts to ten in 
number.) 

4. The requirements for the con- 
test, with reference to the Y. P. E., 
are the same as those for the Sunday 
School. (Ref: Item 3.) 

5. Ten points will be awarded for 
either of our Church publications; 
namely, The EVANGEL and LIGHTED 
PATHWAY. (To be eligible, the num- 
ber which must be secured is as fol- 
lows: EVANGELS—25; LIGHTED 
PATHWAYS—50. The total of all sub- 
scriptions must be 75, or 750 points. 

6. Each contestant will be required 
to collect $50 as a minimum for the 
orphans and or missions. This is to be 
applied on the church goal, but not 
to be raised by the local congregations. 
Each dollar will be equivalent to ten 
points. 

7. Each contestant must raise $25 
for the Ohio Lee Alumni Chapter for 
its operation and maintenance; same 
to be sent to the state secretary and 
treasurer of the Alumni. (Twenty 
points will be given for each dollar 
raised.) 

8. The Ohio Alumni and the State 
Funds guarantee the payment of 
these scholarships if the applicant 
meets all the requirements. In case of 
a tie, duplicate awards will be made. 

All subscriptions should be turned 
in to the pastor of the local church 
where the subscriptions are raised. 

In the event the winner decides not 
to accept the scholarship, he may 
transfer it to the credit of anyone he 
wishes, provided that he is a member 
of the Church of God in Ohio and ap- 
proved by the Scholarship Committee. 

The Scholarship Committee is to be 
appointed by the state overseer and

This ccmmittee shall consist of three 
ordained ministers.

The pastor and the Alumni secre- 
tary-treasurer are to keep all records 
of each contestant as submitted to 
them, a copy to be sent to the state 
secretary and treasurer of the Alum- 
ni monthly. This is to be done in the 
strictest of confidence. 

Total minimum number of points 
which must be secured to be eligible 
for credit in this scholarship is 1,950, 
none of which is transferrable.

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QUESTION: Mark 1:12 seems to say 
that Jesus was tempted in the wilder- 
ness immediately after His baptism. 
John described the baptism of Jesus 
in John 1:26-34. Then, in verses 35- 
49, he tells us of the meeting of Jesus 
with certain disciples of John the 
Baptist. The second chapter of John 
begins the account of the marriage in 
Cana of Galilee, and does not men- 
tion the temptation of Jesus. Where 
did the temptation occur in John’s 
Gospel? Explain this apparent dis- 
crepancy between Mark and John. If 
Jesus was in Cana the third day after 
His baptism, how could He have been 
driven immediately into the wilder- 
ness?—Mrs. C. B. 


Your QUESTION is 
somewhat complex and for a full ex- 
planation would demand much more 
—_ than we are able to give it in 
this column. The Gospels of Matthew, 
Mark, and Luke are called Synoptic 
Gospels because they relate more or 
less the same incidents in the life of 
Christ. The Gospel according to John 
is different because it records many 
things that are not mentioned in the 
other three. For instance, the three 
Synoptic Gospels all mention the 
temptation of Jesus, and the Gospel 
of John does not. The Gospel of Jo 
mentions a number of incidents in 
the Lord’s early public life not men- 
tioned in the Synoptics. At what point 
in the Gospel of John should the 
temptation of Jesus be placed? A 
careful rea of John 1:29-34 clear- 
ly reveals that this is not actually a 
record of the baptism of Jesus, but a 
record of John’s telling about it. The 
following expressions show that the 
baptism of Jesus had happened some- 


. time earlier, and that John the Bap- 








tist was simply telling of it. “This is 
he of whom I said .. .” “And I knew 
him not .. .” “I saw _the Spirit des- 
cending .. .” “It abode upon him ...” 
“And I knew him not...” “And I 
saw and bare record. . .” All of these 
things are spoken in the past tense, 
which means nag and %, ar ee day 
in his ministry, Jo e Baptist re- 
lated to others (priests and Levites 
from Jerusalem—verse 19) what had 
happened at the time he did baptize 


‘Jesus. Verse 19 also says that the 


things recorded are simply a record 
of John, that is, what John told 
others. Evidently the priests and Le- 


vites were with John at least two 
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ossibly saw Jesus when He 


days, and

Mark 1:12; Matthew 4:1; and Luke 
4:1 all declare that Jesus went into 
the wilderness to be tempted immed- 
— after His baptism. It was evi- 
dently near the close of His forty 
days’ temptation that John the Bap- 
tist related the baptism of Jesus to the 
men from Jerusalem as is recorded 
in John 1, and as we have discussed 
above. Now on the next day after John 
had told these men of what had hap- 
pened when he baptized Jesus about 
forty days earlier, John the Baptist 
pointed Jesus out to two of his dis- 
ciples. These were Andrew and pre- 
sumably John the Beloved Apostle. 
Soon Jesus had made contact with 
five men who were to become His 
apostles—Andrew, John, Peter, Philip, 
and Nathanael (who is also known 
as Bartholomew). Jesus met these 
men, not the next day after His bap- 
tism, but the nezt day after John had 
told the priests and Levites about His 
baptism—and after Christ returned 
from the wilderness. 

It is believed that John 2:1 refers 
to the third day of the marriage in 
Cana, rather than the third day from 
any particular date. In other words, 
the marriage was in its third day 
= Jesus and His disciples arrived 

ere. 

The chronology of the early days of 
Christ’s ministry is so complex that 
a concise outline is all but impossible. 
All students of the life of Christ 
should have a good Harmony of the 
Gospels, in which all these things are 
put in their proper order. I strongly 
recommend A Harmony of the Gos- 
pels, by A. T. Robertson (Harper); 
A Harmony of the Gospels for His- 
torical Study, by Stevens and Burton 
(Scribners); and especially the two- 
volume set, A Commentary on the 
Harmony of the Four Gospels, by 
James McKnight (Baker Book House).
